With a feeling of dread and excitement, I hurried along the 
narrow passages and down the intricate stairwayjof the Old 
Brewery, till I came to the street. Then I began to breathe 
freely ; but the melancholy spectacle from which I had just re- 
treated, haunted me) like a terrible'dream. Death locked in 
the arms of death! I shuddered at the thought. 

The neighborhood was already astir; and by the gray of the 
sky and the slanting rays of the sun, I judged it to be about 
six o'clock. I stood for a few moments irresolute as to what I 
should do next, fearing that if I divulged my knowledge of the 
deaths I should get into fresh trouble. The latter feeling pre- 
vailed, and I walked away with a sense of relief at leaving be- 
hind me a spot, the features of which had by this time become 
Tepulsive to me. 

Thad lost hope of doing any good for myself in New-York, 
and in my desolation I longed to flee away.

and I directed my footsteps towards the forest of masts that 
towered skyward from the wooden piers of the East River. I 
knew that in seeking a life on the ocean wave I was courting 
hardship, and voluntarily making myself a galley-slave. But 
ashore the prospect appeared little better than afloat; and the 
evils with which I had already to contend, left me in little fear 
of those others to which in my extremity I might fly. Youth 
has every where to suffer; and the life of boys up to eighteen 
is one of perpetual humiliation. It seemed to me that there 
was no way of escaping the martyrdom common to my age, sex 
and poverty, and whether I guffered a little more or less than 
my fellows, after I had suffered so much already, was a matter 
of little consequence to men-gnd' certainly of none whatever to 
the world. 

Therefore see me a successful candidate for the floggings 
which every boy who goes to sea as a sailor inevitably gets. 
The ship-master, who responded to my appeal by consenting 
to take me, was a bard, gutta-percha-colored} man, with a face 
ploughed with wrinkles that ran like rivers across a continent. 
He had a voice as hoarse as the tones usually heard through a 
speaking-trumpet, and an eye remarkably like what I imagined 
a vulture’s to be. The lower part of one of his checks was 
thrown somewhat out of shape by what I discovered to be an 
enormous plug of tobacco; and from his stern, distorted mouth 
there rained a shower of tobacco-juice. He was six feet high, 
but excessively slop-built, gaunt, awkward and stooping. He 
had feet considerably more than a foot long, and nearly half as 
broad—which he doubtless found a capital steadying apparatus 
in a gale of wind ; but nature, which had been so lavish of her 
abundance to him in this respect, as in « sudden fit of econ- 
omy, had blessed him only with a very small head, and a fore- 
head so low that when he laughed—and he did laugh some- 
times like a hyena, with the scream of a parrot.as an accom- 
paniment—he could hardly be said to have any forehead what- 
ever. He had no perceptible throat, but a good deal of black 
hair, which projected like a bowsprit between the sharp points 
of a collar so open in front that it seemed to have been made 
to reach from ear to ear only. His teeth were hollowed out, and 
broken here and there like rocks, and of a burnt-sienna color ; 
and his nose was deeply indented across the bridge, thus greatly 
disfiguring a countenance which had never any pretensions to 
beauty. .He was a Kentuckian by birth, and unfortunately 
addicted to strong language as well as strong waters—his oaths 
extending to indefinite length, and his potations to an equally 
indefinite quantity. When he raised his voice, in command, 
he spoke with the force of a sledge-hammer on an anvil; and 
if he observed the slightest hesitation or incompetency in car- 
rying his orders into execution, he followed them up by throw- 
ing belaying-pins or other harmless missiles, at the objects of 
his virtuous indignation. His garments hung about him with 
an appearance of perfect losseness ; and his striped pantaloons 
were the envy of the negro cook, Sambo, who rejoiced in the 
title of ‘‘ doctor,” and held perpetual carnival in the galley. A 
great man on his own deck, like all sea-captains, was Captain 
Whittlestick of the barque ‘‘ Skimmer of the Seas,” bound for 
Liverpool with passengers and cargo. 

During the voyage I was kicked and cuffed unmercifully ; but 
I endured it heroically, for it was part of my creed never to say 
die. Nevertheless when the ship reached port, I was glad to 
leave her and go in search of better fortune ashore. 

It was a dark November day when I landed. The atmos- 
phere was foggy, and the streets smoky, muddy, and full of 
noise, bustle, sailors, orange-girls, and Irish emigrants. 
When I came to the Clarence Dock gate, I saw a crowd of 
these last—the men clad in damp ragged frieze, damaged hats, 
perforated stockings, knee-breeches and brogans, and all 
armed with the invariable shillaly supporting a bundle across 
the shoulder; while the women, with tanned and freckled 
faces, were bonnetless and playful. They had just arrived by 
an Irish steamer, on the deck of which they had spent the 
night, in company with numerous sheep, pigs, horses, and 





horned cattle. 

Loaded wagons and bawling carters moved about in seem- 
ingly inextricable confusion; stray cattle ran to and fro, and 
were as rapidly pursued and overtaken by gangs of drovers ; 
dense volumes of smoke ascended from half-a-dozen steamers 
in the dock; bells were ringing for the outward-bound to get 
aboard; hackney-cars threaded their way in all directions ; and 
passengers and badged porters rushed about wildly. 

Jingling lorrys, laden with produce from all parts of the 





globe, moved past me up and down the Waterloo Road. For 


miles, north and south of me, extended the great docks of the 
great sea-gate of England. Into these cotton poured from the 
wide valley of the Mississippi, the flowery shores of the Ama- 
zon, the irrigated soil of Egypt, the burning plains of Hin- 
dostan ; wool from thirty different countries scattered round 
the temperate zones of the earth ; hides from the wide tracts of 
South-America, and the high lands of India; provisions from 
the pastures of Ohio; grain from the banks of the St. Law- 
rence, the Delaware, the Loire, the Elbe, the Vistula, the 
Danube, and the Don; oil from the olive-woods of Italy, the 
palm-groves of Africa, the plains of Belgium, the floating ice 
of Newfoundland, and the depths of the Arctic seas; copper 
and silver ore to be smelted with the coal of St. Helen's, from 
Mexico, Chili and Peru; coffee from Ceylon and Costa Rica ; 
sugar from Georgia, the Carolinas, Mauritius, and the East and 
West Indies ; rice from Alabama and Patna; jute from Ben- 
gal; mahogany from Honduras; rosewood from Brazil ; guano 
from Peru; spices from the Malaccas; tobacco from Mary- 
land ; timber from the forests of New Brunswick and Canada ; 
and a thousand other things from nearly as many different 
places. 

As I advanced, huge boards and walls covered with ‘.ming 
red and yellow placards, and foot-long letters, metmy —w. 
Fast-sailing vessels seemed to be departing to all parts of ..» 
world, at all times; and the array of these was embarrassing 
if not bewildering. Was it wonderful that tue first of these 
walls I came to seemed a kind of Pisgah from whence I gained a 
gratuitous sight of the whole world? I gazed from the pla- 
cards to the ships, and forgetting the hardships I had suffered 
on my voyage across, longed to take the wings of another ves- 
sel to another clime. I read a romance in each of those wan- 
dering palaces of oak and iron, which every time they crossed 
the world, bore a crowd of men ‘‘precious as Cwsar and his 
fortunes” to those near him. How inviting I thought those 
steamers, with their polished decks and twilight cabins; and 
the sun-light dimpling the binnacle, and dancing merrily on 
the water, I can well remember. 

I was without a dollar, a friend, or a home—but not without 
hope ; and I walked until I was weary and foot-sore. Then 
with the approach of night my spirits drooped. 
It was a little past eight o’clock when I found myself in a 
narrow, smoky street, half lost and hidden puzzle-like in a la- 
byrinth of other equally dirty, narrow, and irregular thorough- 
fares, all filled alike with the same suffocating atmosphere. It 
was not far from the Nelson Dock. The inscription, ‘‘ Good 
Dry Lodgings,” rudely painted on a piece of board hanging by 
a cord from a nail, over a deep cellar made accessible by 
a steep flight of muddy and broken steps, caught my wander- 
ing eye. I was enabled to read it by a faint glimmer of light, 
which shone down upon it from a thin dip-candle burning near 
the window of the first floor above.

FRIENDS AND FRIENDSHIP. 

Of all classes of human relations, says the Saturday Review, 
friendship is the least cultivated. Domestic ties are sacred 
witb us, professional duties are faithfully performed subject to 
a due percentage of grumbling, a few among us have the idea 
that they ere citizens as well as men, and that cilizenship in- 
cludes certain public responsibilities ; but friendship after very 
early youth is nowhere in the field, and is distanced by every 
other affection that can be named. We have ballowed it by 
no religious sentiment, and thrown round it no sacredness of 
obligation when once undertaken ; even our closest friend- 
ships are things of chance more than of choice, and come and 
go with the tide of events like the drift-weed of the ocean; 
for it is by no means certain that the man we call our friend 


this year will be anything nearer than a mere acquaintance 
next year. We know nothing of the old classic romanticism 
which created Orestes and Pylades; and that odd fraterniza- 
tion in use among certain of the Sclavonians to this day, when 
the sworn “ brother” of a man is trusted with his business, 
bis honor, his very wite as a second self, is just as foreign to 


us—a phase of feeling to which we have no parallel, no false 
likeness even, in our more proraic code of manners, On the 
contrary, mine own familiar friend of modern life is oftenest 
he who leads us into rotten speculations in which he secures 
his gain by our loss, who runs off with our daughter and 
makes love to our wife, and uses against us the knowledge 
which our very trust has given him. In fact, life is too full 
of competition for the mutual unselfishness and ready sacri- 
fice of friendship; and we have substituted in its stead that 
general habit of good-fellowship which we mean when we 
call a man clubbable par excellence, and by this term express 
our highest idea of his personal qualities. And beside the 
weakening of the tie by competition on the one hand, and by 
the communism of club-life good-tellowship on the other, the 
complicated state of society at the present day makes it very 
difficult to keep up anything like that intense unity of feeling 
and action which younger and simpler societies find natura! 
and easy. There are so many things to be thought of and 
provided for in the day’s work ; and among these comes the 
wife, whose likes and dislikes must needs more or less deter- 
mine ber husband’s relations with his triends. And we know 
that very few wives adopt their husband’s old friends with 
cordiality; while come do not even tolerate them at all, and 
scarcely one suffers them to be as free of the house as they 
were ot the chambers, Hence there is scarcely any hearty 
friendship, implying unreserved confidence and absolute 
trust, possible between men of acertain position; and after 
schoolboy days and quite early manhood the very word itself 
is used only symbolically, and ceases to be of vital power or 
substance. 

If friendship is hard to maintain between man and man, it 
is still more so between man and woman; 80 hard, indeed, 
that most people hold it to be impossible. Yet many wo- 
men think it feasible; all wish it; and probably a few have 
proved it. But these are necessarily eo few that they cannot 
be taken as aclass, nor their experience accepted as more 
then the proof of a rare possibility, Still, there are hundreds 
ot women to whoma man’s friendship is their ideal of human 
affection. They do not want the excitement of flirting, or 
the peril and consequences of serious love-making ; they 
want only the security aud assurance of simple friendship ; 
but an intense friendship—none of your vapid general court- 
esy and universal charity affairs—a friendship that means de- 
votion and brotherhood in one, and that ensures exclusive- 
ness in its own degree. Not necessarily exclusiveness in all 
relations, but only in its own; for many of these friend-de- 
siting women will accept quite cheerfully the fact of the wife, 
who seldom sympatbizes with her husband’s platonic attach- 
ments; but if the wife will suffer them they will permit her, 
and make the best of such obstruction as she may cause. 
They are rarely allowed this exercise of their forbearance. 
Here and there an old family lawyer or doctor, who knows 
all about their affairs and ailments, and has the whole row of 
bousehold skeletons cff by heart, sticks by them through the 
changes and chances of their lives; and the world does not 
talk, for somehow a long proles:ional connexion seems to 
give a kind cf prescriptive right to close personal friendship, 
and no one thinks any harm of the tie. And sometimes an 
old lover who has married, and makes a good husband 
enough, retains so much feeling for the idol of his youth, now 
probably passing into the fading flower, as to take ker affairs 
in hand, and protect her interests, perhaps at considerable 
trouble to himself, ang have ber constantly to his house like 
his sister—as he tells his wife—calling her by her Christian 








name, and making her almost one of his own family, with 
simply the house-door between. This can be done sometimes 
with good sense, good temper, and steady principle all round. 
But even these not too excessive manifestations of interest 
can be shown, as a rule, only to widows or spinsters; not 
even to separated wives ; for when once a8 woman marries, 
she loses her male friends more thoroughly than even a man 
loses his. Even if ske is separated, men are sby of befriend- 
ing her; if she is living with her husband the thing is out of 
the question. Marriage is understood to include every affec- 
tion possible to two companions of the opposite sex; the 
world not having come yet to the recognition of classified 
loves, and life made up of a mosaic work of attachments. 
The wife or husband is held to complete the cycle ; and if by 
chance it happens, and it does sometimes happen, that the 
marriage is one without sympathy or intellectual companion- 
ship, the void must be eodured in silence, and no attempt 
made to fill it up by out-of-door friendship. We cannot un- 
derstand that a man should love his wife and yet have a pla- 
tonic attachment for another woman. The world would laugh 
at the assumption of the platonism, which it would take as a 
convenient mask for something very different; and the wite 
would not like it, and perhaps would believe in it as little as 
the world. And what we cannot accept with men we allow 
still less to women; wherefore, as we said before, a friend- 
ship of any closeness whatever is next to impossible with a 
married woman, unless the friend is young enough to be her 
son, or the husband is abnormally generous or obtuse. And 
even with young men, if we are to believe Dumas and others 
of his schoc|, friendship means only passion in disguise, and 
the last love of a mature siren is the first love of the youth 
with whom she began by “ motherhood.” Of course a wo- 
man’s best friend should be her brother or husband, if she bas 
one. Yet if her husband is not sympathetic with her, and if 
she has no brother, it seems rather hard on her that she may 
have no male friend to supplement her own deficiencies—no 
manly judgment to guide her in difficult moments, no care, 
no guardianship of avy kind. But this is one of the many 
hardship: in a mismatched marriage; and the wife whose 
husband is not her friend must consent to be lonely—infinite- 
ly more lonely than she who has no husband at all, 


Sometimes we see a bold push made tor it, and a woman 
standing out against the opinion of the world, and fearlessly 
proclaiming her right to bave a valuable friendsbip and her 
exercise of that right. The power of maintaining her posi- 
tion certainly lies with her more than with: the man, for it is 
she who determines her lines of relation with men, and the 
test of her moral sincerity is in her ability to resist encroach- 
ments, Ifa man feels sure that exact limits have been set to 
his position, he will respect them and not risk the humilia- 
tion of a repulse. 11 is only when women are weak, insincere 
to themselves, vain, coquettish, or exceptionally passionate, 
that men are tempted over the Jine,and the platonism of 
their friendships fails to the ground as confessed humbug. It 
women are sirong enough to be true to the platonic pro- 
gramme, men will be true to it also; but most women have 
but very sbaky backbones, and the sex as a sex has not learnt 
yet tosay No. Yet, if a man’s friendliness is valuable to a 
woman, so is hers tohim. The honest affection and sym- 
patby of a sensible woman are priceless to a man; and he 
must be a mere clod who cannot appreciate their beauty and 
use. There are a thousand difficulties and embarrassments 





in which he needs her advice and help; and no one perhaps 
is so miserable as the man whose life is wholly without wo- 
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manly sympathy. Still, one of the most foolich things a wo 
man can do is to proffer her friendship to a man. She might 
as well make him an offer of her love out of hand, for theeaf 
fect she will produce on his mind. How sincere soeyer she 
may be, she is not believed in: and even men, who are not 
fops else, take her to mean love when she says friendshj 
and either accept her on their own terms, which were newer 
meant to be hers, or laugh at her for a futile attempt. The 
fact is, we rough, hirsute creatures are so little used to intel- 
lectual intimacies with women, or to good comradeship with 
any not belonging to us by blood or marriage that we do not 
know what to do with their friendship when offered, And 
perhaps, all things ,considered, it is a daugerous gift save 
with women of singularly exceptional conditions—the con. 
dition counting more than the temperament. For the women 
who are most capable of friendship are not the co!d and 
phlegmatic, as would seem at first sight, but those who haye 
a life beside the mere life of emotion which is generally the 
only one the sex possesses; such as artists or literary women 
—that is, women with a serious occupation and an absorbin 
pursuit. These women have large neutral tracts of interest 
where they can meet men on equal terms; consequently all 
that instinct of flirting and love-making and jealousy and ex. 
clusiveness which spoils so many friendships has no Place 
with them, and they have neither time nor interest to spare 
for the follies of sentimentality. And this is the only rea} 
safeguard in the friendships between men and women—thig 
inclusion of something beside and beyond mere emotion; elag 
there is always the danger of platonism lapsing into passion 
and friendship flaming out into love unawares. Perhaps the 
most transparent bit of humbug in this direction is with girls 
apd young wives who assume a sisterly, or in the latter cag 
a maternal, interest in young men, who call them by their 
names without preface, and say they are “dear boys” with 
enchanting frankness. You are bound by the laws of polite. 
ness to accept their definition; but you have your own 
thougbts and right of interpretation; and most likely you 
will take their sisterly affection as you take their mock pearls 
and false braids, and wonder if any one in the world—the 
young man himself included—is deceived by the sham. 

Women’s friendships with each other have long been the 
occasion for lofty ridicule on the part of the superior creature 
who dares to doubt their genuineness; and the girl’s gushing 
passion for her schoolfellows has passed into a proverb when 
we wish to speak of rootless love. And certainly women do 
go through an immense deal of make-believe together; but, 
like the girl’s sisterhood with handsome young ensigns and 
collegians, it is more a rehearsal of the serious business than 
anything else, and the mock metal is shown to b2 mock be- 
fore it has been worn very long. And yet women’s triend- 
ships are sometimes very real; and the sweetest effection that 
many a one has known in her life has been a woman’s love. 
This can be in its perfectness only when both are verging to- 
wards middle sge, when neither is a wife or mother, and when 
one has a stronger character than the other, so that they im- 
pact better together, and bring into their relations the charm 
of protection on the one side and of reliance on tbe other, 
But such friendships are as rare with us as all other kinds, 
though they are to be found. More of the religion of friend- 
ship may be seen abroad than we have been able to cultivate 
here in England. Somehow we are too exclusive, too mate- 
rial, too reserved and busy and suspicious, and above all too 
abhorrent of sentimentality, for anything so purely a matter 
of sentiment as thie.

Among Roman Catholics the way is prepared 
for things of this sort by the intervention of the priest, who is 
always the woman’s friend extra to ber husband; and the 
Germans, who cultivate a dreamy sentimentalism in all things, 
import it into this; but the Anglo-Ssxon temperament and 
mode of life—the one in its materiality, the other in its claus- 
tral domesticity—do not favor either sentimentality or inter- 
vention. So we live practically without friendship; whereby 
at least we make no migtake between this and love when the 
friend is a pretty woman with soft eyes and a sympathetic 
voice; or contrariwise, a man whom, were he not her friend, 
she would have chosen before all others for her lover.

THE EXECUTION OF THE PANTIN 
MURDERER. 
Paris, January 19, 1870. 


Troppman was executed this (Wednesday) morning while 
the clock of La Roquette was striking seven. He probably 
no longer entertained any doubt as to his approaching fate, 
since for the last two nights he had lain upon his bed com- 
pletely dressed, as though he desired to be ready for the fatal 
moment. At half-past six the chaplain, the director of the 
detective police, the director of the depot of con- 
demned convicts, the police commissary of the 11th arron- 
dissement, and the registrar of the Cour Imperiale, preceded 
by two warders, proceeded towards tbe cell where Troppman 
had spent his last night. When they entered the cell they 
found him standing. Upon perceiving this group of persons 
whose presence indicated that his hour had arrived, he be- 
came very red, and the veins of his neck visibly swelled. 
He was leaning against the table motionless, with downcast 
eyes and that hypocritical and gloomy demeanor which he 
always assumed when he was gez~d at. M. Claude, the emi- 
nent chief of the detective police, spoke to him mildly and con- 
siderately, and informed him that his appeal bad been re- 
jected, that his application for mercy bad not been granted, 
and adjured bim in that solemn moment to state the truth 
concerning the crimes which he bad committed, Witha 
kind of impatient manner Troppman replied, ‘I have told the 
truth’ ‘hen be twice repeated, ‘I did not strike; I did not 
strike. He was reminded of those imaginary accomplices 
whom he bad invented (afier having made during the preli- 
minary examinations confessions as complete as possible), in 
order to deceive justice and to gain time, and he was urged 
toname them. He appeared to bave some hesitation, hung 
down his head, and replied in an almost indistinct voice, 
‘No; I cannot.’ The strait-waisicoct was then removed and 
the prison shirt taken off. Then were ceen the large muscles 
of bis breast and shoulders, his solid arms, his slender fore- 
arms, bis long and powerful hands. His shirt was put on 
him, and slowly, with that methodical calmness with which 
he did all things, he buttoned the collar and the wristbande, 
The strait-waistcoat was replaced and all retired, leaving him 





alone with the chaplain, When he was next seen he walked 
upright or rather stiffly, making an evident effort to preserve 
& firm exterior, Without assistance, and with an active step, 
he ascended the 26 stairs, He traversed the long lobby, de. 
scended the stairs leading to the fiont register office, nearly 
fell at the last stair, and entered the small office, atill keeping 
his eyes cast down and not utteriog a word. One of the exe- 
cutioner’s assistants, an old man, with trembling bande, slowly 
uofastened, boggling in the dim light afforded by two lamps, 
the cords of the strait-waistcoa!, and then proceeded to 
buckle the straps round the wrists and arms, bis weak and 
trembling bands hesitating at every mc ment, finding with 
difficulty the boles of the buckles. Troppman, standing, en- 
dured with sufficient calmness these dreadful preparations, 
but at times bis bead wavered, his eyes, always lowered, 
seemed swollen, and the ridges of muscle in his back agitated 
his sbouldere. He was made to sit down while bis bair was 
cut off, the priest in a soft voice reciting the prayers, At 
this moment the prisoner broke down; be eppeared to sink 
within bimeelf, be became wesk, and his whole frame was 
agitated. He kept his lips closed. Who can te!l what 
thoughts in that moment immediately preceding th> hour 
when eternity commences were working in his perverse and 
diseased bra'n? He raised his eyes; bis glance fell upon the 
medical dispenser of the prison, and suddenly for a moment 
became forocioue. 

The previous day he had written to the officer asking for 
prussic acid, and stating that he wisbed to kill bimself to 
spare his family from shame, and offering a sum of 1,000f. for 
that service. On the same day he wrote to his brcther to tell 
him that be should be able to make his escape ; that with the 
prussic acid or chloroform which he knew how to procure he 
could ditpose of the warder and the soldier who watched him ; 
that he would assume the dress of the latter, and thus die- 
guised he could easily meke his way out of the prison. This 
wretched dreamer lived up to the last day in the same senseless 
reveries which led him into crime. The moment was at 
hand. M. Claude asked him whether he persisted in his 
declarations. Keeping bis eyes castdown he replied, in alow 
voice, ‘I persist.” Tbe last journey was then commenced. 
He walked uusteadily, doubtless owing to the bonds which 
fastenei bis arme. It was ecarcely daybreak, the gray 
and lowering sky cast as yet so indistinct a light that it would 
have been impossible to have read a letter, When the two 
wings of the great gate of La Roquette, beyond which ap. 
peared the sinister instrument of justice, were opened, the 
condemned man recoiled and shook all over. Supported by 
the assistants, encouraged by the chaplain, he crossed the 
ibresbhold and arrived at the foot of the scaffold. There he 
twice embraced the priest, and said in a very loud voice, 
‘Tell M. Claude that I persist.’ At the first stair he stopped, 
turned round, and exclaimed again, ‘Tell him that I persist.’ 
The chaplain, who was retiring, also turned and replied, ‘ Be 
easy; 1 will tell him.’ Painfully he ascended the ten steps, 
closely supported and pushed forward by the executioner, and 
was placed before the fatal plaok. At this moment the fero- 
cious animal which dwelt in this human form made itself vi- 
sible. His resignation disappeared and he weuld not die. 
He threw himself towards the right, and, finding himself 
thrust back to the centre by the executioner, he displayed 
with an extraordinary energy that agility, suppleness, and 
strength which had made him so formidable. Lying with 
his stomach against the plank, he drew himeelf up and thrust 
torward his head and shoulders beyond the hemiepherical 
opening in which his head should have been confined. The 
assistant executioner in front seized him by the hair and 
thrust him back; the executioner took him by the neck to 
draw him into the proper position, when Troppman, quickly 
lowering his bead, inflicted a bite on his forefioger. The ex- 
ecutioner, who possesses prodigious strength and dexterity, 
succeeded in placing the criminal’s head within the opening ; 
the knife fell like lightning, and the basket closed upon the 
body of the dead map. All that we have related occurred in 
no longer a period than 20eeconds. Very minute precautions 
nad been taken by the authorities. From midnight the ap- 
proaches to the Place de la Roquette had been guarded by 
strong equads of sergeus-de-ville, detachments of the Garde 
de Paris, horse and foot, and by a body of the gendarmerie of 
the Seine. The crowd had been kept back as far as possible 
to beyond the Rues de la Vacquerie and Gerbier. The crowd 
was, as on all such occasions it bas ever been, disgraceful. 
Cries, jesta, songs, recalled the days of the descents de la 
Courtille.

PRINCE ARTHUR IN AMERICA. 


On the 34 inst. Prince Arthur visited New York harbor 
and its surroundings. He was escorted from his hotel to the 
dock near the Battery by Lieutenant Coster at about 10 
o'clock. There he was received by General McDowell and 
Admiral Gordon, with several other military and naval offi- 
cers, and Mr. E. W. Stoughton, and taken on board the 
steamer Minnebock. A large crowd gathered about the pier, 
aud a number of gentlemen and ladies joined in the excur- 
sion by special invitation. When the Prince stepped on 
board, the band struck up “ God Save the Queen,’”’ and the 
British ensign was run up at the bow of thevessel. The party 
witnessed a review of the troops at Forts Columbus and Ham- 
ilton, took a lunch at Fort Wadsworth, and returned to the 
City about 5 o'clock. Afterwards the Prince snd his suite 
dined at Mr. August Belmont’s, Later in the evening he at- 
tended tue Charity Ball at the,Academy of Music, arriving at 
about 11 o’clock. Oo the 4th inst., in the morning, the Prioce 
and suite left the Breyoort House for a horseback ride. Their 
route extended to the Centra! Park, and included Lexington 
Avenue, Third Avenue and Broadway, among other streets. 
The party proceeded to the Westminster Hotel shortly alter 
12 o’clock to take lunch, at which Mr. and Mrs. Thornton aod 
Mr. Archibald were present. Later in the day the Prince 
was present at the Philharmonic rehearsal, and afierwards 
dined with Mr. E. W. Stoughton, at the latter geutieman’s 
residence on Fifth Avenue. Here he was met by a very select 
company, Messrs. W. M. Evarts, Edwards Pierrepont, Judge 
Woodruff, Moses H. Grinvell, D. D. Fields and Judge Biatch- 
ford, being among the gentlemen present. In the evening 
the Prince and his Staff graced the rooms of the Brooklyn 
Ladies Club io Pierrepont Street, Brook yo, where the visi- 
tors were welcomed by a biilliaot assemblage. . 

Prince Artbur left this city for Boston on the 8 o'clock 
train on Saturday afternoon, accompanied by Colonel Elphin- 
stone and Lieutenants Fitzroy avd Picard. On Saturday 
morning the Prince made no visits whatever, his time being 
altogetber taken up with preparations for bis intended east- 
ward trip. Mr. A. T. Stewart, Mr. Wm. M. Evarts aod Mr. 





Stoughton, and a tew other gentlemen, called on him at the 
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Brevoort House during the morning and bade him good bye. 
Between 12 and 1 o’clock he took a siroll down Broadway, 
return ng at 1:30 to the hotel for dinner, after which, every- 
thing being in readiness, he left with his attendants for the 
New Haven Depot, and at 3 o’clock was on his way to Bos- 
ton. <A foolish aod willully false rumor was circulated 
through the city on Saturday morning that a plot to assassi- 
nate Prince Arthur had been discovered on the previous evev- 
ing, and that but for the energetic conduct «f some Police 
officers, to whom information of the conspiracy bad be ‘p con- 
veyed, the community would have been outraged, ani the 
character of the city disgraced by his unprovoked murder. 
The facts were simply these: About 11 o’clock on Friday, 
while on duty at the corner of Filth Avenue and Sixteenth 
Street, Officer Carpenter, of the Twenty Ninth Precinct, ob- 
gerved & number of men standing near Judge Stoughton’s 
house, where the Prince was dining, apparently engaged io 
earnest conversation. Thinking their appearance was sus- 
picious, he approached them, and desired them to disperee, 
whereupon William Murphy, one of the party, drew a large 
horse pistol and threatened to shoot him if he did not move 
on. Murpby was then under the influence of drink, and, be- 
lieving discretion the better part of valor, Officer Carpenter 
walked away, but sooo returned with three otber officers, who 
were on duty in the adjoining streets. Seeing the officers ap- 
proasa the crowd dispersed and did not, as was erroneously 
stated, resist the attempts to effect an arrest. Failing to come 
up with them, the officers retraced their steps to the Brevoort 
House, where Murphy was concealed, and the latter, seeing 
Otticer Brennan, threatened to shoot him. He was immedi- 
ately disarmed, and while conveying him to the statiou they 
were intercepted by Pat. Mulhall, Charles E. Gardiner, Jobo 
Lough and Michael McNally, who attempt d to rescue the 
prisoner. They were themselves arrested and safely locked 
up. Oa his way to the station house Murphy made pse of 
some expressions which are supposed to have originated the 


story of assassination. He asked Carpenter whether he was 
an lrishman, and upon receiving a reply in the negative, 
stated that the majority of the Police officers were Ir.su, and 
sympathizers in their (Fenian) cause. Carpenter said that he t

Academy. These portraits have been, by special command, 
just reproduced in two splendid volumes, by Mr. Mitchell, of 
London, the Queen’s publisher; and from one of them was 
done the picture of his father lately so kindly presented by her 
Majesty to Charles M‘Hardy, at Dumbarton. 

Mr. Herbert, R.A., has made good progress in the painting 
of certain pictures for the Peers’ Robing-room, at Westminster. 
The largest work in the series is ‘‘ Moses bringing down the 
Tables of the Law to the Israclites.” The other pictures are 
**The Judgment of Solomon,” ‘‘The Judgment of Daniel,” 
and ‘‘ Daniel in the Lions’ Den.” The picture of ‘‘ Moses,” 
generally admitted to be one of the greatest achievements in mo- 
dern art, was painted in ‘‘ water-glass,” but in carrying out the 
accessory compositions this process has been abandoned. The 
paintings will not be on the solid wall, but on movable canvas, 
which, when finished in the artist's studio, can be transported 
to and put up in the Peers’ Robing-room. 


The mosaics have arrived from Venice for the decoration of 
the vault of the central hall in the English Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and are now in their place. Before the assembling of 
Parliament the scaffolding will be cleared away, and although 
the architect's designs are at present but partially carried out, 
the effect of mosaics as substitutes for the frescoes originally 
proposed will be fairly put to the test. The designs furnished 
by Mr. Barry to the mosaicists are simply arabesque, and not 
figure compositions, and the style adopted is supposed to be in 
keeping with the surrounding architecture. 

Rome, above all other cities (says Gibson the sculptor), has 
a peculiar influence upon and charm for the real student. He 
feels himself in the very university of art, where it is the one 
thing talked about and thought about. Constantly did I feel 
the presence of the influence. Every morning I rose with the 
sun, my soul gladdened by a new day of a happy and delightful 
pursuit; andasI walked to my breakfast at the Cafe Greco, 
and watched with new pleasure the tops of the churches and 
palaces, gilt by the morning sun, I was inspired by a sense of 
daily renovated youth. 

The Grand Council of Basle bas just voted a sum of £60,- 
000 for restoring the clcisters of the cathedral of that town ; 
that work will no doubt entail a complete repair of the exte- 
rior of the building, and, as the interior has been already the 
object of a similar care, the entire minster will eventually be- 
come one of the most perfect specimens of early architecture 
in Europe. The church was commenced in the year 1010 and 
consecrated in 1019, although probably the oldest part of the 
present edifice dates from a century later. 


Arrangements have been made for holding three picture ex- 
hibitions yearly in the Old Bond Street Gallery, London, to 
take place in the spring, summer, and winter. For the pur- 
pose of keeping the gallery open and available for the exhibi- 
tions, it is proposed to form a guarantee fund on the same 
principle as that adopted at the international exhibitions. The 
proposed scheme is supported by Mr. Ansdell, A.R.A., and 
numerous other artists, and Sir Francis Grant has addressed a 
letter to the committee assuring them that ‘‘ the circumstance 
» ) of artists exhibiting pictures in another exhibition would in no 
way prejudice their interests when they desire to exhibit in the 
Royal Academy.” The success of the exhibitions which have 
already been held, has, it is stated, been very decided. At the 
first exhibition 1,800 pictures were exhibited out of 2,000 which 
were sent, of which more than 200 were sold ; and in the month 
during which the present exhibition has been open over sixty 
of the pictures have been sold.

at Bradford; ‘‘Sketches of Life and Sport in South Eastern 
Africa,” by Mr. Charles Hamilton ; and ‘‘ Peasant Life in Swe- 
den,” by Mr. Lloyd. 


From the Ist January to 31st December, 1869, 109 new jour- 
nals were published in Paris, but by the end of the year 31 had 
ceased to appear. Three of them, named La Caricature, Le 
Casse-Tcte, and Le Pere Duchene, were suppressed. Some of 
them bore very peculiar names—viz., the Flambard (fire- 
brand), the Coguet, the Cocher (coachman), the Wil (eye), and 
Tartufe (hypocrite). 

It is estimated that, in the course of the last two years, 
upward of five hundred thousand volumes and pamphlets of 
anti-Bonapartistic writings, such as Rogeard’s books, etc., have 
been clandestinely circulated in France. Three or four 
eae peddlers, in all parts of the country, do a very profit- 
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Charles Dickens, who was the friend of the late Rev. Chaun- 
eey Hare Townsend (who wrote good verses nearly half a cen- 
tury ago, when Macaulay and Praed were students at Cam- 
bridge), has published a volume of his (Townsend's) ‘‘ Religious 
Opinions,” in compliance with the will of the late testator, 
which left a large sum to the novelist, on condition that he 
would act as literary executor and edit his ‘‘ Remains.” Mr. 
Townsend's opinions, secular and religious, were very peculiar. 

By the latest accounts from Continental Europe we learn 
that Verdi is busily engaged with his newopera, ‘‘Patrie.” M. 
Ambroise Thomas is also hard at work upon his ‘‘ Francescada 
Rimini.” Gounod is likewise putting the finishing touches to 
his ‘‘Polyeucte.” Donizetti’s opera with the same title, 
although but little known in England, is a great favorite on the 
Continent. 


Several weeks ago there was announced the approaching 
publication of a complete catalogue of the works of Mr. George 
Cruikshank. Few persons are able to form an idea of the 
abundance of the artist’s genius, which, second only to his 
works, it effectually exhibits. General readers will therefore 
thank us for the following summary of its contents. Mr. G. 
W. Reid, the compiler, has included in it descriptions of 4,618 
works, comprising 2,657 etchings, 1,693 woodcuts, 72 glypto- 
graphs, 60 lithographs, and lists of nearly 400 books, tracts, 
ebap-books, etc., and of the various editions of the same, which 
the designer has illustrated. Mr. Reid has added to the above 
a list of 130 works which have been executed after the designs 
of his subject. 

The following remarks of a London journal on the prices of 
English books in the United States are interesting :—‘‘ Ameri- 
can reprints of popular English books are sold in the States at 
a trifling cost, but the importation of the original editions of 
English works is so discouraged by the trade that it is often 
impossible to purchase them at a fancy price. For instance, in 
the American Publisher's Circular we find a firm offering the 
English edition of Bohn’'s Libraries at 4 dollars or 44 dollars a 
volume, that is to say, at 16s. 8d. or 18s. 9d., whereas the same 
works, as our readers know, can be purchased in this country 
at 3s. 6d. or 58. a volume. The library edition of Lord Macau- 
lay’s works is sold in London at five guineas; in New York it is 
to be had, bound in tree calf, at the cost of 85 dollars, or £17 
18s, 4d., while any one who is so disposed may obtain from the 
same publishing house Alison’s ‘‘ History of Europe” for 250 
@ollars, or £52 1s. 9d. Such prices are well-nigh prohibitory, 

and a bookseller who endeavours to sell English editions of 
English works in the United States at a reasonable price 
deserves our best wishes.”

The 
Dutch kill the fish by making a slight longitudinal incision 
under the tail, and the operation, which is performed with» 
very sharp instrument, can be done so quickly that it is prac- 
tised even in the largest fisheries, not excepting those of the 
herring. It is the custom in Holland to kill tae fish as soon 
as be is drawn from the water, while we let him lie in an 
agony which produces the effect of a sickness on the animal 
economy, sofiens the flesh and gives to it the principles of 
dissolution.

The actual army, numbering on its peace foot- 
ing 140 000 men, but capable of being increased in a few days 
to 220,000. 2. The first ban of the landwebr—cavalry and 
infantry—composed in time of peace of about 8000 men, the 
personnel enly of the various regiments—but numbering on 
ihe first summons to arms upwards of 150.000 men. 3. The 
second ban of the iandwehr, numbering about 110,000 sold- 
iers. This last class comprises all those who, under the old 
system, formed the “ Jandsturm,” which included all persons 
between the ages of seventeen and forty-nine capable of bear- 
ing arms who are not included in either of the preceding 
categories. It appears, moreover, from this article, that while 
the effective strength of the Prussian army bas been rapidly 
increased, its expenditure bas, by the introduction of the 
short-service system, been considerably diminished. The 
federal army, on its peace footing for the ensuing year, will 
consist of 319,000 men.

UNITED 8TATES. 


The U. 8. Secretary of State has received from Minister 
Burlingame the official copy of the recently ‘ratified treaty 
with China. 

The members of the New York Academy of Medicine have 
been discussing the new disease koown as “ Relapsing 
Fever.’ They advise that each case as it appears be quaran- 
tined immediateiy. 


It is expected that the ironclad Monarch, of the British 
navy, which will probably convey Prince Arthur home to 
Eogland, will visit the Brooklyn Navy Yard before her de- 
parture, and the naval officers are arranging for elaborate 
official and personal attentions to the officers of this splendid 
ship. 

In the Supreme Court of the United States decision has 
been given in the case of Hepburn v. Griswold, sustaining the 
decision of the inferior Court that debts contracted before the 
enactment cf the Legal-tender law cannot be paid with “legal 
tender’ notes. 


Os the 8th inst., the General Assembly of Virginia con- 
venedin Richmond. Among the first acts was the passage 
of aresolution asking Congress to remove all the political dis- 
abilities of the people of the State. Governor Walker’s Mes- 
sage was read in both branches. 


In this city on the 7th inst., Judge Bedford denied a mo- 
tion made by District-Attorney Garvin for the transfer of the 
McFarland murder case to the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
for trial. After the decision had been rendered one of the 
counsel for the prisoner informed Recorder Hackett that the 
case would be ready for trial in five weeks’, or possible in 
four weeks’, time. 


A bill for the Elevated Steam Railway in Third-avenue, 
New York, has been introduced into the Legislature. Mr. 
Hatfield, the engineer, has proposed a plan, and the first ex- 
periment will be made at Cooper Institute. It is estimated 
that the cost of an elevated road to Harlem will be about 
$3 000,000. The system compries a continuous bridge rest- 
ing on iron posts. The tracks are to be partially inclosed. 
Tue bed of the track will be water tight, and erected in the 
centre of the avenue. The expense of oonstruction per mile 
is placed at $500,000. 


In the United States Senate, on the 2d inst., the Currency 
bill was finally disposed of. The amendments of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole were adopted, Mr. Morton, as a com- 
promise, allowing a change in the amendment, acted on the 
day befure, fixing the amount of currency to be withdrawn 
from the States having an excess at $20,000,000 instead of 
$13,000,000. The bill was passed by a vote of 39 to 23. In 
the Senate, on the 3d inst., the discussion of the joint resqlu- 
tion in regard t> supplying the naval deficiencies, was taken 
up and continued at length, An amendment offered by Mr. 
Morrill, of Vermont, was adopted, providing that no higher 
weges be paid Government employes than are paid by private 
citizens in the respective localities—the vote standing 29 to 
22. In the House a large part of the Session was taken up 
With a discussion of the bill to supply the naval deficiencies, 
amounting to $3,000.000, the result of which was the adaption 
ofan amendment reducing the appropriations to $1,500,000, 
and the passage of the bill as amended. The bill for the ad- 
mission of Mississippi, which is exactly similar to the one un- 
der which Virginia was admitted, was reported, and after 
some debate passed. A substitute previously offered for the 
admission of the State unconditionally was rejected by a vote 
of 85 to 98. A bill amending the act in relation to additional 
bounties, which extends the benefits of pensions, &c., to the 
families of deceased soldiers who enlisted for a period of less 
than’ year—was passed. In the Senate, on the 4th inst., a 
bill Was passed authorizing the Becretary of the Treasury to 
withhold moneys due to States in default of the payment of 
interest on bonds held in trust by the Government. In the 
the House a resolution was adopted after some debate autho- 
Tizipg the Committee on Military Affairs to investigate the 
Teported sale of appointments to the Naval and Military Aca- 
demies by members of Congress. In the Senate, on the 7th 
lost., Mr. Conkling made a long speech on the .Census bill, 
and was followed by Mr. Sumner. The debate was interrup- 
ted by a message from the House, announcing the decease of

BRITISH AMERICA.

The Three Rivers Le Constitutionnel again urgcs the ap- 
pointment of Secretary Provencher as Lieut.-Govyernor of the 
Nor’ West, aszerting that his nomination would powerfully 
tend to pacify the French half breeds. 

Seventy-five vessels, whose tonnage amounted to 46,146 
tons, were built in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia in 1869. 
There were seventeen ships, thirty-sight barks, nineteen 
brigs and one schooner. 


Major-General Sir Charles Hastings Doyle, K.C.M.G., Col 
onel of the 70th Foot and Lieutenant-Governor of Nova 
Scotia, becomes a Lieut.-General by the death of General Sir 
De Lacy Evans. Some fears exist that on account of this 
promotion Sir Charles may be removed from his Lieutenant- 
Governorsbip of Nova Scotia. 


At the opening of the Newfoundland Legislature, on the 
8rd inst., the Lieutenarct-Governor, in a speech, expressed the 
hope that nothing would occur to prevent the colony from 
becoming confederated with Canada, whereupon an anti-con- 
federate moved a resolution of no contiience, and requested 
his Excellency to call upon Charles Fox Bennet to form a 
Ministry. The motion was carried by 21 antis to 8 confed- 
erates. 


The Governor of Newfoundland has addressed a messaze 
to the Speaker of the House of Assembly, deprecating the 
action of the House in informally voting no confidence in the 
government, and regretting that the House should have 
adopted the unconstitutional course of naming to him the 
member for whom he should send to form an administra- 
tion, and expresses the hope that no disrespect to him or 
his office wes intended. The House adopted a rcsolution 
disclaiming any intention to act disrespectfully towards his 
Excellency, ani stating that its action was founded on pre- 
cedent. 

A special despatch from Ottawa says: The Dominion Go- 
vernmert has decided not to pay money to the Hudson Biy 
Company until abut the 15th of May next, when the transter 
of the territorv 10 Canada will take place. Ia the meantime, 
it is said, the Imperial Government holds that, as the Hudson 
Bay Company are responsible for the administration of the 
government at Red River, and as they have really taken ne 
steps to assert their authority, they will have to bear all the: 
losses, Without any claim for compensation. It will be in de- 
duction of the £300,000 to be paid by Canada. It is reported 
that the Cabinet have received dispatches from Earl Grar- 
ville, by the cable, taking this view. The Imperial troops 
and Canadian volunteers are expected to reach R-d River by 
the 1st of July next. 





The facts to which the above figured as a corollary or de- 

duction, have been more than once duplicated in this City of 

New York, itself, and such duplication is well known to the 

Editor of the Dispatch’s “Masonic Department.” In 1849 the 

Grand Lodge of New York was divided upon the Past Mas- 
ter question. One branch under Judge Willard, as grand 
master, assumed to be the grand lodge of New York. An- 

other under Isaec Phillipe, as grand master, which repre- 
sented the past master interest, set up a8 4 rival grand lodge. 
The first expelled the last, individually and collectively, and 
demanded the charters of the lodges composing it. Tue last 
went on performing all the functions of the grand lodge, 
chartering lodges, and making Masons regularly for 
nine years. The thunders of the Willard grand lodge 
rclled in vain, and no more concern was created by them 
than the noise of a panikin tied to a dog’s tail. In 1858 com- 
missioners were appointed by the Willard body & treat 
with the Phillips body with the idea of a union being con- 
summated—and this, mark you, in the face of the above—of 
general and particular expulsion—the highest penalty known 
to Masonry. Union was consummated in the summer of 1858, 
by the reception of the whole of the Phillips lodges and their 
members made while they were under, expulsion, and their 
charters declared by the Willard body forfeited—this union, 
we say, with no further action but a simple resolve, was con 

summated, and {the Phillips |Masons became equal in every 
respect with the Willard Masons! §This action of New York 
Masons, it is true, was denounced by the Grand Lodges of 
Virginia and Pennsylvania, alone out of all the lodges in the 
United States which had stood by the Willard body anu de- 
nounced the Phillips body on the representations of the 
ormer on and after 1849; but before the Grand Lodges of 
Pennsylvania or Virginia could be assured in a satisfactory 
manner that it was “‘all right,”“more important matters than 
Mascnry engaged the attention of the people at large, and oc- 
cupied it for the next five years, so that the extraordinary 
anion of New York Lodges of 1858 was forgotten. Where 
was, let us ask Bro. Holmes, the moral force of the Willard 
body between 1849 and 1858, and what diditamountto? We 
said that just so soon as the brethren in sufficient numbers to 
be effective propose a certain thing it will be done, maugre the 
moral force and every other force that a grand lodge may 
conceive itself to be master of. 

In 1837 another grand lodge was set up in New York, 
which was treated with scorn and contempt by the “legal” 
grand lodge until the split took place in it in 1849. Zhen the 
Willard branch of the latter immediately received proposals 
f union with it, which were accepted, although for 
twelve years it had been making “ clandestine’ masons, and 
otherwise daily breaking the law. Is not the glories of Trip- 
ler Hall vivid in the recollections of New York Masons, when 
St. John’s Grand Lodge handed over to the Willard body 
2,000 masons—most of whom were made in the preceding 





A dispatch from St. Paul, dated the 4th inst., says the mail 
hag just arrived from Red River, bringing tbe last number of 
the New Nation, the organ of the insurgents, and cotrrespond- 
ence, neither of which make any men'ion of the reported ar- 
rest of Rielle, the insurgent leader, by the Hudson Bay Com. 
pany. On the contrary, a letter dated Winnipeg, Jan. 23, 
says the opposition portion of the French party have all gone 
over to Rielle, and now want to invest him with supreme 
power. Ii is thought that the convention which is called to 
meet on the 25th, will end in making him full master of the 
situation, and stronger than ever. Rielle proposes then to 
employ all his power and resources to carry out the pro- 
gramme of his adherents, which is anti-Canadian to the last. 
These advices render it certain that the way is not yet open 
for the Hudson Bay Company to resume its sway in the Red 
River regiou, and for Canada to step in, and take peacelui 
possession. The Red River New Nation gives a long account 
of a meeting held at Fort Garry on Jap. 1, which was ad- 
dressed by Donald G. Smith, who expiained his mission and 
the policy of the Canadian Government. Mr. Rielle moved 
that twenty representatives be elected by the English people 
of Red River to meet twenty representatives elected by the 
French population, on the 25th ult., at the Court House, for 
the purpose of considering the subject of establishing a Legis- 
lature, and to decide what would be the best course for the 
welfare of the country. The motion was carried. A Com- 
mittee was then appointed to apportion the English represen- 
tatives. The result is unknown.

THE POWERS OF A GRAND LODGE. 


We find that the New York Dispaich Masonic Editor atates 
we are in error if, in our last article, we have sought to con- 
vey the idea that a grand lodge bas not moral power to com- 
pel the submission of revolted lodges (he acknowledges that 
no grand lodge has any physical power). He then, to prove 
his assertion, says that—‘ The penalty of revolt or retusing 
to be ruled by a Grand Lodge, is the suspension of the war- 
rants or charters of the offending lodges, which the Grand 
Master or Grand Lodge can order at any time, and without a 
charter no lodge can have a legal existence; and the Grand 
Lodge can go further and expel individual masons from ali 
the rights and privileges of masonry until repentance leads to 
restoration.” This was in response to & paragraph of our ar- 
ticle which the Editos aforesaid prints in italics in the Dis- 
patch of January 23, and which was the deduction from Ma- 
sonic history which the said editor acknowledges to be cor- 
rect. That deduction reads thus :—“ It will be seen from the 
foregoing that just so long as Freemasons agree to regard a 
certain organization styled a Grand Lodge authoritative, it 
is so ; but when they, in sufficient numbers to be effective, 
decide that they shall no longer be ruled by it, it is totally 





twelve years—all good men and true? Will Bro. Holmes now 
say that the moral force of a grand lodge is any greater than 
its physical force, when arrayed against a sufficient number 
of brethren? I grant him that, just like the Roman Catholic 
Church does by a poor priest, or recusant diocesan, or bishop 
the American grand lodge is quick to crush a lodge or a bro- 
ther, and effective, but that is because neither & lodge or a 
brother is strong enough to resist. But let that object be big 
enough at the star!, and—‘ honors ate easy.” They both act 
alike and from the same motives exactly, feeling that their 
power is harmless if the object of tbeir dislike be suffered to 
grow. We believe no portion of the earth in which Masonry 
exisis furnishes so many and picgnant illustrations of this fact 
as this New York city itself. All the difference between suc- 
cessful and unsuccessful revolution is vested in numbers and 
corresponding strength, and that obtains as well in Masoury 
as in anything else. 





POWERS OF A GRAND MASTER.

In Paris, on the 7th inst., M. Rochefort’s journal contained 
a characteristic article over his own signature. Relative to the 
recent notice served upon him ordering him to constitute him- 
self a prisoner, in obedierce to the sentence of the court, he 
declared boldly that he would not surrender himself, and that 
if the Ministers wanted him they must come and take him, and, 
furthermore, they must come prepared to use force. On the 
same day, in the Corps Legislatif, M. Cremieux rose and said he 
desired to question the Ministers concerning the Rochefort 
affair. M. Ollivier replied that he would not await the result 
of an interpellation, but would do his duty. M. Cremieux re- 
joined that it was precisely what the Ministers considered 
their duty that he sought to inquire, and the Chamber would 
decide that this should be answered at once. He then pro- 
ceeded to make a strong appeal against the contemplated 
arrest of M. Rochefort as a wrong to his constituents. M. 
Ollivier made a speech in reply, and after an agitated discus- 
sion the Chamber, by a vote of 199 to 45, adhered to the view 
of M. Ollivier. M. Rochefort was in his seat during the debate 
but was not arrested until evening, as he was entering a public 
meeting of the Radicals in the northern part of the city. His 
arrest was the signal for a popular tumult which we have 
described elsewhere. On the day following, the 8th inst., in 
the Corps Legislatif, M. Keratry, one of the Liberal deputies, 
demanded to know why Rochefort was not arrested before 
going to a political meeting where 5,000 persons were assem- 
bled. It was not necessary that this meeting should have been 
thus disturbed, and the people who were participat ng in it 
aroused to violence. The act of the government was a provo- 
cation to the disturbances which took place. A member of the 
ministry explained that the authorities had refrained from ar- 
resting Rochefort at the Chambers to avoid the scandal to 
which his arrest at such a place would have given rise. He 
asserted that the friends of Rochefort were prepared 
to make the demonstration which they had made, and 
upon this fact the Ministry would rest the responsibil- 
ity of what had taken place, and the country would 
judge between the Ministry and the rioters. He said there 
need be no uneasiness for the people. The government 
was animated by the best sentiments towards the people. 
The Journel Officiel published a decree removing M. Le Ver- 
rier, the eminent astronomer, from his office as director of the 
Imperial Observatory, for taking certain action in the Senate, 
of which he is a member, inconsistent with his duties as an 
officer of the government. At Marseilles, on the 5th inst., 
considerable excitement was occasioned by the falling of two 
houses with a tremendous crash. Twelve persons were 
buried in the ruins, but it is not thought all were killed. At 
midnight, on the 8th inst., riotous demonstrations were again 
made at Belleville and in the Rue du Faubourg du Temple, 
and several barricades were thrown up. There were also de- 
monstrations nearer the centre of the city than on the 7th inst., 
but the rioters were in all cases dispersed by the police without 
the aid of the military. Hundreds of rioters had been arrested. 
The Marseillaise did not appear on the 9th, the editors having 
all been arrested for fomenting disorder, and the printer re- 
fusing to put the paperto press. Late in the evening of the 
9th inst. quiet had been restored, and a strong police force was 

patrolling the streets. On the night of the 8th inst. there was 
an attempted revolutionary demonstration at Marseilles, but 
the crowd was quickly dispersed by the police. 

In Madrid it was reported that the Duc de Montpensier had 
altogether retired from the list of candidates for the Spanish 
throne. Prince George, a Catholic, thirty-seven years of age, 
son of the King of Saxony, is now talked of in some quarters, 
while others propose Prince Charles of Prussia. The clerical 
estimates passed the Cortes on the 4th inst., after a strenuous 
opposition. The notorious Carlist leader, Marquis Hermoza, 
who was recently sentenced to perpetual banishment for parti- 
cipation in the late Carlist insurrection, had escaped. He was 
on his way to the port of Cadiz, in the custody of the sergeant 
of the civil guard, and the supposition is that the escape was the 
result of collusion, as the sergeant himself has not since been 
heard from. 

From Cuba we learn that Gen. Goyeneche returned from 
his campaign against the rebels to Puerto Principe on the 28th 
ult. The Spanish account asserted that on the 20th of Janu- 
@ry he attacked and carried arebel fort. A nephewof Cespedes 
was taken prisoner on the 25th ult. In an engagement on the 
following day, the insurgents were defeated with a loss of 
seventy-seven killed. The Spaniards lost five killed and 
twenty-seven wounded. The General found houses in ashes 

and plantations destroyed on his line of march. Since his re- 
turn to Puerto Principe the insurgents had extended their 
work of devastation, and on the 2d of February, the date of 
the report, the General says the city was surrounded by a cir- 
cle of fires, and the incendiaries approached so near the walls 
that cinders from the burning houses fell into the streets. In 
Havana, on the 6th ult., four Americans, Isaac Greenwall, 
Harry K. Foster, Hugh Johnson and Gardner Wells, all of New 
York, were on their way to visit a photographic gallery. They 


anner in Spanish. As none of the party understood the 
language, no answer was returned. The unknown man 
then took out a revolver and fired upon them. 
Greenwall was shot and killed; Foster and Johnson 
were severely wounded; the two latter are in a precarious 
condition. Wells, who was unhurt, ran for his life. A num- 
ber of people followed, and raised the cry of ‘‘Stop him,” but 
he escaped. The wounded men were badly treated by the 
crowd which gathered around them. The man who fired the 
shots disappeared immediately after, and it is not known 
whether he was a volunteer or not. The indignation of the 
Captain-General at the outrage was very great. He called on 
the Chief Justice and other leading officers of the law to use 
every means to discover the perpetrator and abettors of the 
deed. People of all parties denounced the act. The officers 
of the volunteers were hunting for the assassin and his accom- 
plices, and the Governor had placed the entire police force in 
motion. De Rodas had offered a reward of $1,000 for the ar- 
rest of the culpable parties, who, if found, would be tried by a 
drumhead court martial and executed within two hours after 
sentence was passed. Senor Oviedo, of ‘‘ diamond wedding” 
notoriety, who married an American lady, died recently. 

In the House of Commons, after the opening of Parlia- 
ment, on the 8th inst., many new members were sworn in, and 
a new writ of election for Dublin University was issued. Mr. 
Gladstone on entering the Chamber was vehemently cheered. 
One of his first official acts was to give notice that he should 
move for the expulsion of the member from Tipperary from the 
roll beeause he was under a sentence of penal servitude, and 
the seat was consequently vacant. Notices were also given of 
the introduction of an Irish land bill, an education bill, and 
bills for the abolition of compulsory pilotage and for the repeal 
of the minority clauses in the Reform bill. Throughout Eng- 
landJconsiderable confusion had been created in the working 
of the telegraph lines by the assuming of control by the go- 
vernment. Order, however, was being gradually restored, 
and an increase of one-third had already taken place in the 
number of domestic messages. On the 4th inst., a deputation 
of the leading savans of England, among them Messrs. Grove, 
Huxley, Hooker, Galton, and Delorme, waited on the Minis- 
ters, and asked for the endowment of scientific schools by the 
State. Another cable, to connect Wales and Rhode Island, is 
shortly to be laid. The contract for the cable, to cost £600,000 
sterling, had been signed. The London papers of the 9th 
commented on the Queen’s Speech and the debate thereon. 
The London 7imes thinks the weak point in the Ministry is the 
timid policy on the Irish question; though this is somewhat 
redeemed by the courage displayed in the matter of the Fe- 
nians and the promise to urge vigorous legislation. The Lon- 
don News (radical) only refers to the speech and the debate 
which followed, to urge the ballot as the panacea for the na- 
tional grievances. The London Standard (conservative) eon- 
siders the government responsible for the violence in Ireland, 
yet it has failed to protect property there. 

On the 4th inst. a public congregation of the Ecumenical 
Council was held. The Archbishop of Smyrna celebrated mass. 
The death of the Bishop of Lerida was announced. An official 
statement, just published, showed that] the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil now consisted of exactly 760 members. At the session on 
the 5th inst. the Archbishop of Turin celebrated mass, and five 
of the fathers delivered addresses. The Committee Postulata 
met once a week. The Committee de Fide had completed a 
great part of its work. The Pope had announced that he would 
hereafter decline to participate in the controversy respecting 
the dogma of personal infallibility. Melchior de Lonyay, re- 
cently Minister of the Finances for Hungary, had gone to Vi- 
enna as Financial Minister of the empire. The French Minis- 
ter at Munich had been instructed to say to the Bavarian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, that as personal government was ended 
in France that country would not remain a mere spectator of 
events in Germany. It was reported that the Viceroy of Egypt 
had entered into an alliance with Greece. 

City of Mexico dates to the 28th ult. are to the effect that 
the Governor of the Stateof Zacatecas had pronounced against 
the general government because the Executive commanded 
him to deliver up a conducta which he seized recently. He 
also appropriated $150,000 worth of private property which 
was deposited in the mint. The State Legislature sustained 
him in his action. When news reached the city of the course 
pursued by Zacatecas, Congress immediately granted Juarez 
ample powers for six months. Freedom of the press had been 
suspended. A fight between Rocha and the San Luis pronun- 
ciados occurred on the 14th, in which the latter were worsted 
and several pieces of artillery taken. It was rumored that a 
second battle had occurred, in which Rocha was beaten and 
twenty pieces of artillery were captured. General Rocha had 
to fly in haste. On the 15th ult. a band of desperadoes entered 
the city of Orizaba and carried off a number of horses, arms 
and $15,000. A few persons had been arrested on charges of 
conspiring for the return of General Santa Anna. Negrete was 
working in his favor. Order had been restored in Puebla, 
The latest intelligence from St. Domingo states that Cabral 
had issued a new protest against the occupation of Samana by 
the United States. Forty-five of the inhabitants of the capital 
who supported the protest had been banished by President 
Baez. The revolutionists, headed by Pimental, were march- 
ing northwest. They had captured Guayubin. The revolu. 
tion in Venezuela was spreading, and President Monagas had

THE ATTEMPTED UPRISING IN PARIS. 


The popular disturbance which culminated in the demonstra. 
tions of the 7th and 8th insts. in Paris, had its origin in the 
violent articles written by that political mountebank and public 
nuisance, M. Rochefort, and published in the Marseillaise, the 
immediate result of which was the tragedy at Auteuil. The 
history of the affair, so far as it has been developed, seems to 
be as follows. On account of the very scandalous attacks made 
upon him by M. Rochefort, Prince Pierre Bonaparte sent thg 
notorious journalist a challenge. The character of this mem- 
ber of the reigning family being well-established for bitter, 
implacable enmity where his passions are once aroused, it was 
felt by the collaborateurs of Rochefort, that should the meeting 
be allowed to take place, it would be a duel a la morte for one, 
and perhaps both, of the parties. How to prevent the meeting 
without a display of the white feather on the part of the radical 
leader, thus became the problem for solution. After deli- 
beration among the writers for the Marseillaise, it was deter. 
mined that the Prince should be challenged by M. Grousset, 
one of the editors, and that the challenge should be delivered 
by Victor Noir and Fonvielle, two recent additions to the staff 
of the paper, and who were regarded in the light of “fighting 
editors,” being of hot and quarrelsome dispositions. It was 
hoped that the interview would so complicate matters that the 
meeting between Rochefort and the Prince would be rendered 
unnecessary. Noir and Fonvielle thereupon set out upon their 
mission accompanied by Grousset and Santore, who on arriving 
at the Prince’s residence waited in the street below. What 
actually happened at the fatal interview is still a matter of 
doubt, but it is not likely that either party was slow in giving 
or taking offence. The killing of Victor Noir was of course a 
revolutionary incident of the first-water for the purposes of 
Rochefort, and it was at first intended to make a popular 
demonstration on the occasion of the funeral of the so-called 
‘martyr of liberty,” but the prompt action of the government 
left the leaders no alternative but to recall their orders for an 
uprising, and thus we find Rochefort almost begging the people 
on his knees not to parade with the remains through Paris, as 
was at first intended. Since that time (the 12th ult.) Roche- 
fort has continued to pursue a very insolent course towards the 
government, and seems to have determined to make his arrest 
by the authorities the signal for the exertion of all the influence 
he possessed with the masses to excite them to revolution. In 
this he is said to have been aided by Gustave Flourens, who, 
on Rochefort’s being arrested while on the point of entering a 
political meeting in the Rue de Flandre, over which he (Flour- 
ens) was presiding, rose excitedly, drew a sword, fired a revol- 
ver, and declared that the revolution had commenced. It was 
not, however, a very formidable one, nor very serious in its 
consequences. Beyond the erection of barricades, many 
which were not defended by the rioters, and the killing and 
wounding ef a few policemen, the so-called revolution was a 
a disgraceful outbreak barren of results. It might, however, 
have led to fearful slaughter had the government not acted 
with the utmost moderation and good judgment. It is reported 
that the troops did not use their weapons, although the mob 
had pillaged the armories. This forbearance will earn for the 
government, as it deserves to do, the gratitude and admiration 
of the law-abiding middle classes of the French capital, who 
have thus been saved from what might have proved a deplo- 
rable massacre. 

As to the political significance of these events we do not at- 
tach any very great importance to them, although they should 
be taken into consideration in reviewing the present condition 
of France and the relations of the government and the people. 
They rather show how strongly Napoleon can entrench himself 
in the sympathies of the thinking portion of the French people, 
if he will only abandon at once and forever the objectionable 
features of personal government. Indeed the demonstra- 
tion of the 7th and the lawless scoundrelism of M. Rochefort 
have rather strengthened the position of Napoleon than other- 
wise, as they have compelled all order-loving citizens to enroll 
themselves on his side. The new munistry was installed 
in the nick of time, and the recent divisions in the Corps 
Legislatif show that it receives the support of a very handsome 
majority of thatbody. Thus supported by publicsentiment, with 
Paris garrisoned by a corps of 80,000 men, and the entire French 
army within a few hours’ call, it is difficult to see what the easily 
quelled street demonstrations can accomplish. It is true that 
there are at present in Paris a large body of unemployed arti- 
sans—estimated by some as high as between two and three 
hundred thousand—whom the cessation of work on Baron 
Haussman’s improvements has consigned to forced idleness, 
but what is even this large number unorganized, when opposed 
to the perfect military system of Napoleon's strong govern- 
ment. The difficulty in the way of successful revolution in 
France at present is, that the Emperor has the support of all 
classes, save the off-scourings of the capital, when it becomes & 
question of law and order against riot and bloodshed. The 
yeaders of the Liberal party are not willing to raise such in- 
famous firebrands as Rochefort to power, by apopular uprising, 
and as long asthe respectable Liberals refrain from joining the 
movement, it will lack the qualifications essential to success. 
Asa party the Liberals (whom we distinguish from the violent 
Irreconcilables, of whom Rochefort is the leader and type) are 
disposed to give Napoleon a fair opportunity to carry out his 
proposed reforms, believing that the liberties of the people 
will be more surely strengthened by modifications in the ad- 
ministration of the government than by street barricades and 
an ing resort to mob-law. And in this they are un- 
doubtedly right. Should the Emperor decide to enter on the 
fatal policy of repression, abandon bis proposed reforms, and 
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adhere blindly and foolishly to his detested theory of personal 
rmment, it will be time enough for the French Liberals to 
gove nt their last argument—armed resistance to tyrannous 
prose and a studied disregard of the rights of the people! 
esos anything is better than revolution even in France, and all 
aiders and abettors of bloodshed should be promptly sup- 
ressed by the strong arm of authority. Only peaceful revo- 
eae should be tolerated at this stage of our civilisation, and 
the intelligence of the French nation should be brought to bear 
in favor of law and order and the extinction of such assassins 


in disguise as Rochefort.

THE SUPREME COURT AND THE LEGAL TENDER 
ACT. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the well-known case of Hepburn against Griswold, was deli- 
yered by the Chief Justice on the 7th inst. The question was 
whether Griswold could be forced to accept greenback dollars 
in satisfaction of a debt for dollars in ‘‘lawful money 
of the United States,” contracted before the passage of the 
legal-tender act of Feb. 25, 1862. The question was decided 
in the negative by a majority of the Court, the Judges standing 
four against three. Judge Grier, whose place is now vacant, 
ig understood to agree with the majority. What was actually 
decided seems to be that as before 1862 contracts for dollars in 
the UnitedStates were contracts for a certain weight of gold, of 
a fixed standard, any acts of Congress permitting such con- 
tracts to be fulfilled by paying what is not gold, are unjust, and 
transcend its constitutional powers. This obvious principle 
of equity will hardly be questioned, although its affirmation 
has been deferred so long as to make it of little practical value 
to the community at large. There are still, it is true, many 
mortgages on real estate which date prior to the passage of the 
act, and in Pennsylvania, Delaware, and perhaps some other 
States, are numerous ground-rents, either perpetual, or for 
long periods, secured upon lands early in this century, or even 
in the last. There are also some States and some corporations, 
railway, canal, express and bridge companies, which have 
bonds in circulation issued prior to 1862, although 
it is said that during the past eight years of suspension of 
specie payments most of the railways have cancelled the greater 
portion of their old bonds by the issue of new ones. Where 
this has not been done, it is now obligatory to pay interest and 
principal in coin, and it is cases‘of this kind chiefly that 
will be practically affected by the decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

But the value of the decision is much greater on other 
grounds than that it sustains a few just private claims. The 
Court looks with disfavor on any attempt to issue legal-tender 
notes, and any new notes of this character, issued hereafter, 
would not be a legal tender for debts heretofore contracted. 
In other words the same reasoning that applies to the legal- 
tender act of 1862, would apply to a new one made to- 
day. Congress cannot depreciate the legal-tender cur- 
rency by increasing its volume. The decision, there- 
fore, is a check upon schemes for expanding the 
paper circulation by the further issue of greenbacks. 
Again, the power to issue bills of credit at all, entirely apart 
from the power to make them a legal-tender, is not, in the 
opinion of the Court, directly granted to Congress by the 
Constitution. It can only be sustained as incidental to the 
war-power, and the necessity for such bills as a circulating 
medium to carry on the war having ceased, it would seem to 
be an imperative obligation upon Congress to withdraw the 
greenbacks. No time can be fixed, beyond which payment of 
them from the Treasury on contracts made during, and in con- 
sequence of, the war, would cease to be legal; yet the reason- 
ing of the decision points clearly to the conclusion that there 
is a limit—that beyond a reasonable time after the emergency 
which called for these notes has passed, they cannot be kept 
in use. 

It will thus be seen that the decision, although not bearing 
directly on the question of the validity of the legal-tender 
notes, at least shows that their issue could only properly be 
resorted to under the pressure of an overpowering necessity, 
and that that necessity having ceased, measures should be 
taken to retire them from circulation. They are thus tolerated 
rather than justified as a circulating medium, and the tendency 
of future decisions of the Supreme Court will doubtless be to 
hasten the return to specie payments. Certain it is that the 
Sentiment of the Court is against an indefinite expansion by 
the further issue of obligations whose validity may be severely 
criticised if not actually questioned. _It therefore behoves the 

business community in entering into new obligations, to keep 
im view the fact that they may, at no distant day, be declared 
payable incoin. The gold dollar is the only one whose value 
is fixed beyond dispute, and the standard by which the value 
of all other dollars must be eventually adjusted. That Con- 
gress for a time declares this standard inoperative within the 
boundaries of the United States, does not render its intrinsic 
value any less, or alter the reception given it by other nations. 
The standard remains the same, and cannot be changed in its 
universal value by the action of any one government. The ar- 
gument in favor of an early withdrawal of the legal-tender 
notes seems to us a sound one. though Congress should, of 
course, be guided in its action by the necessities of the busi- 
ness community. There should be no sudden, or violent, 
change in the value of the circulating medium, but a gradual 
®pproximation to the gold standard is desirable. In this way 
while disastrous expansion would be avoided, the present 
wants of the business community would be so far consulted as 
to make the appreciation of the eurrency so slow and steady, 


as to give scarcely any perceptible shock to the commercial | 
interests of the country. Meanwhile this decision of the Su- 
preme Court will produce no distrust of legal tender notes, or 
disturb confideuce in values in any way, and it is not probable 
that the Court will render any decision as to the constituti- 
nality of the legal-tender act for a long time to come, if at all. 





THE QUEENS SPEECH AND ITS RECEPTION BY 
THE LORDS AND COMMONS. 


Queen Victoria’s speech, which was read by Commission 
before the Lords and Commons, in Parliament assem- 
bled, on the 8th inst., is unusually elaborate. Her Majesty 
adverts to the prosperous condition of affairs at home and 
abroad, and, after referring to the inquiry into the purity of 
elections, the question of religious tests in the universities, 
and several other important subjects for legislation, alludes to 
the proposed action of Parliament on the grievances of Ireland. 
With regard to the land question, she declares that ‘it 
will be proposed to amend the laws respecting the occupation 
and acquisition of land in Ireland, adapted to the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of that country, and calculated, as Her Majesty 
believes, to bring about improved relations between the seve- 
ral classes concerned in Irish agriculture, who collectively con- 
stitute the great bulk of the people.” With regard to the 
agrarian outrages, the Speech observes: ‘‘ While commending 
to you these weighty matters of legislation, Her Majesty com- 
mands us to add that the recent extension of agrarian crime in 
Ireland, with its train of accompanying evils, has filled 
Her Majesty with painful concern. The _ executive 
has employed freely the means at its command 
for the prevention of outrage. Partial improvement may 
be observed, although the number of offences of this class has 
been by no means so great as at former periods. The indis- 
position to give evidence in aid of the administration of justice, 
has been alike remarkable and injurious. For the removal of 
such evils Her Majesty places her main reliance on the perma- 
nent operation of wise and necessary changes in the laws. She 
will not hesitate to recommend the adoption of special provis- 
ions should such a policy appear, during the session, to be re- 
quired by the paramount interest of peace and order.” 

In the House of Lords, at the conclusion of the reading of 
the speech, the Marquis of Huntley, in full Highland costume, 
moved the Address in Reply, and was seconded by the Earl of 
Fingal. The Address referred almost solely to the Irish ques- 
tion, and promised that the House would consider it generous- 
ly and justly, and in such a way as to content the tenants and 
give peace and prosperity to the population. The Lord Chan- 
cellor regretted that Her Majesty made no reference to the 
important colonial question, the well-being of the dependen- 
cies not being a matter of indifference. He also regretted the 
absence of any reference to the distress prevailing in the coun- 
try. It would have been well to have told the sufferers that 
their case was understood, and. .that sympathy was felt for 
them. [Earl Granville then defended the government policy 
towards Ireland, which was already producing the best effects. 
Earl Grey feared that the action of the last session had per- 
suaded the Irish that the House was intimidated. Nothing 
was left but rigor in the maintenance of order. The Duke of 
Marlborough deprecated any forbearance. The remedial mea- 
sures of the government had been a failure, and now visionary 
hopes were rampant. Lord Monck thought the government 
plan an effective one. In the Commons the Address to the 
Throne was moved by Capt. Francis Egerton. He said the 
programme was a most satisfactory one, and that the Royal 
speech was marked by care and ability. Mr. Charles Went- 
worth Dilke seconded the motion. He hoped the House would 
carry the measures proposed, including the abolition of uni- 
versity tests. He hoped for legislation also on trades unions and 
other social questions. Mr. Disraeli thought the discussion 
of important topics at such a moment untimely. He would 
only refer briefly to Ireland. The government tardily admit- 
ted that the state of that country was unsatisfactory, and made 
reforms contingent on future laws. Ireland was full of dis- 
satisfaction, murder and secret societies. The government 
was bound to intervene. Old excuses, like that of the parti- 
ality of Irish juries, were now inadmissable. The loyalists 
‘were depressed and insulted. The land tenure still remained 
unchanged, and, therefore, could not be held responsible for 
the troubles unless Ireland had bodily gone mad. She cherish- 
ed hopes suggested by the government which it would be im- 
possible to realize. Mr. Gladstone replied. He admitted the 
difficult position of the government. Their opponents, in- 
deed, admitted the gravity of the situation, to remedy which 
the present may be the last opportunity. The present govern- 
ment was misunderstood in Ireland. He proceeded to answer 
seriatim the charges made by Mr. Disraeli, and concluded 
with the declaration that he was conscious of having fulfilled 
his intention of seeking, in all frankness and fairness, concili- 
ation rather than opposition. 

From the above resume it will be seen that Ireland still con- 
tinues to be the key-note of Parliamentary debate, and that 
the discussion of measures for her relief will probably consume 
a large portion of the present session. The Tory Lords appa- 
rently still feel uncomfortable over their defeat of last summer, 
and fear lest it may prove the precursor of measures still more 
unpalatable to their principles and traditions, In the Com- 
mons Mr. Disraeli naturally dwelt on the fact that, however 
much the government might promise for the future, the actual 
condition of affairs in the sister Isle was not what it should be. 
Improvement was made contingent on the passage of certain 
proposed measures, and he intimated that the government

j to the colonial question, although not pressing for immediate 


solution, it might have been as well hada paragraph been in- 
cluded in the Queen’s Speech in relation thereto. It would 
have closed the mouths of the “‘ gentlemen connected with the 
colonies” who assert that Great Britain is indifferent to her 
dependencies, and shown a proper regard for the welfare of 
the millions of the Queen’s subjects beyond the seas. As a 
whole, however, the Speech must be regarded as a full and 
satisfactory exhibition of the government programme. While 
legislation for Ireland is made a leading feature of the business 
of the session, that regarding England is not to be neglected, 
and with the immense government majority in the Com- 
mons, it will be the fault of the Ministry if many useful mea- 
sures of reform are not carried successfully through both 
Houses. The power resides in Mr. Gladstone and his advis- 
ers, and to them the English people will look for ‘‘ wise and 
necessary ” legislation regarding the important subjects now 
agitating the public mind in all portions of the United King- 
dom! There is, we are glad to say, no mention of the Alaba- 
ma claims in the Speech, and silence in this case is indeed 
golden. 





Revitws of New Dooks. 


t Messrs. D.¥Appleton and Co, have added to their ‘‘ Library 
of Choice Reading” Mrs. Gerald's Niece, by Lady Georgiana 
Fullerton and Two Life Paths, a romance by L. Mublbach. The 
first of these is a novel of the conventional type, written by an 
intelligent and educated woman, the scene being laid in Eng- 
land and the characters types of English society. It has 
nothing remarkable to commend it to the readers of fiction al- 
though of about average merit. The best praise we can bestow 
on it is to say that it is interesting to those who delight in 
commonplace incident and small-talk, but how it can profit any 
one to read through hundreds of pages of drivel which the 
ordinary novel of the period contains we cannot understand. 
This work is typical of its class and the shelves of the English 
circulating libraries groan under the weight of just such 
stuff intended for the amusement of those who have the leisure 
to read it. The second of the two books mentioned, although 
not equal to some of Miss Muhlbach’s novels, is far superior to 
the first in analysis of character, plot, and keen insight into 
human motives, while ou sympathies are enlisted by the 
pathos with which the most moving scenes in the work are 
described. 

Messrs. Harper and Bros. have added Found Dead, by the 
author of ‘‘ Lost Sir Massingberd,” and Only Herself, by Annie 
Thomas, to their ‘‘ Library of Select Novels.” The last men- 
tioned work is filled with stock characters and incidents such 
as have been made to do duty in hundreds of novels before, 
with suitable variations; but the story is well told, and will re- 
pay perusal. There is more force, however, in Found Dead, 
and the terse vigor which it here and there displays, is refresh- 
ing, after turning from pages of vapid conversation on trivial 
subjects. It is needless to say that both are reprints from 
English editions. 

Witb the April number of Putnam’s Magazine, Mr. Parke

The passage of the Currency bill by the Senate by a vote of 
39 to 23, and the decision of the Supreme Court bearing upon 
the Legal-tender act, have been the leading topics of discus- 
sion in Wall Street since our last, if we except the sensation 
created by the advent of the female brokers—Claflin, Wood- 
hull, and Co. This last, fora day or two, was the theme of 
general conversation, and thousands of the brokers and other 
Wall Street men crowded the offices of the new firm, where, 
we regret to say, not a few of them proved themselves to be 

ything but gentlemen. We know nothing more than we 

ave read of the women who have engaged in this doubtful en- 
erprise, and we think their sex unfitted for the business of 
Wall Street, and certain of failure in it, but that is no reason 
why they should be molested or insulted in their own offices. 
The course of speculation on the Stock Exchange continues to 
favor the bulls, and the somewhat languid movement in rail- 
way shares, noticeable early in the week, has given place to 
increased activity and buoyancy. Rock Island has continued 
the strongest and most active of these, with sales as high as 
1193. This stock was readmitted to the Stock Exchange on 
Wednesday on the receipt of a communication from Mr. R. 
W. Dunham, President of the Corn Exchange Bank, saying 
that the bank had accepted the registry of the stock certifi- 
cates of the company, and would comply with the rules of the 
Board. The amount of the capital stock now outstanding was 
declared to be sixteen millions, two of which were secretly is- 
sued prior to its suspension from the list. The bull clique in 
the stock is composed of the managing directors, who control 
it as absolutely as if the Rock Island railway was their own 
private property. The cliques in nearly all the speculative 
shares are exerting themselves to attract outside support, but 
there is little prospect of the general public coming to their 
assistance while the present dullness and depression of trade 
prevail. The condition of the money market is, however, in 
their favor, the supply being in excess of the demand, and 
loans on call on stock collaterals are made freely at five and 
six per cent., with numerous transactions on government se- 
curities at four and even three. The discount line is easy, and 
first-class commercial paper passes at 7 @ 9 per cent. 

The gold market has been steady and free from speculative 
excitement, the fluctuations having ranged from 1214 to 1203 
only. From four to seven per cent. per annum has been paid 
for carrying coin. The Treasury has continued its sales of 
gold and purchasers of bonds according to advertisement as 
usual. The rates of foreign exchange after yielding a fraction 
tended upward, and they are now firm on the basis of 109 @ 4 
for prime bankers bills on England at sixty days, and 109§ @ } 
for those at short sight. United States*bonds have been dull 
and without improvement.

The Currency bill, which passed the Senate on the 2nd 
inst., provides that $45,000,000 of currency be issued to the 
National Banks, in addition to the $300,000,000 authorized 
by the act of June 3, 1864. Attheend of each month the 
Comptroller must repoit the amount of notes issued to the 
banks during the month, whereupon the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall redeem the same amount of Turee per Cent. 
Temporary Loan Certificates issued under the acts of March 
2, 1867, and July 25, 1868. Provision is also made for the 
equalization of the circulating currency throughout tbe coun- 
try, according to the capital of each banking association, by 
taking it from those having the largest excess of circulation, 
and adding it to those having less than their proportion. 

The President of the Rock Island road has notified the 
Stock Exchange that the stock to the extent of sixteen mil- 
lions has been registered at the Corn Exchange Bank, whose 
President, Mr. Dunham, is authorized to sign the certificates. 

In Nova Scotia the legal raie of interest is six per cent., 
but the banks are allowed to charge seven. The Halitax 
merchants object t> this anomaly, aud at the last meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce passed the following resolution: 
“That it is the decided opinion of the Chamber of Commerce 
that the legal rate of interest in this province be changed 
from six to seven per ceut., the latter being the rate which 
by Jaw the banks are allowed to charge.” There should be a 
uniform law for the whole Dominion, for, as toe Halifax 
Reporter remarks if the capitalist can get legally any rate of 
interest in Montreal or Toronto, and is bound down in Hali- 
fax to six per cent., he will be strongly inclined to invest in 
either of those places instead of in Halifax.

On the other side of 
fhe account: Government securities, £15,811,399; 

















£100,000; other securities, £17,035,453; increase, £523,672 ; 
notes unemployed, £10,028,400; increase, £319,460. The 
amount of notes in circulation is £23,417,210, being a de- 
crease of £172,640; and the stock of bullion in both de 
ments is £19,364,506, showing an increase of £172,113 when 
compared with the preceding return.

The performance of ** Masaniello” at the Academy on Friday 
last, was chiefly remarkable for the singing of the tenor, Signor 
Lefranc, as the patriotic fisherman. In the famous barcarole, 
‘** amici piu bello,’’ he produced some very delightful effects, and 
kindled a fury of enthusiasm by his vociferous duet with Pietro, 
“) santo ardor,” in the following scene (second act). Unfor- 
tunately the audience unwisely demanded a repetition, and Sig- 
nor Lefranc, in as unwisely acceding to it, came near sustaining 
a musical catastrophe. it would be well did this popular singer 
take warning by the incident. He is taxing his splendid organ 
beyond its powers of endurance, and Nature can not much 
longer be so imposed upon. At nearly every perform- 
ance, the symptoms of early loss occasioned by the remorseless 
use to which an injudicious management has forced it to submit, 
are perceptible, and unless the present policy is abandoned the 
misfortune will be rendered inevitable. Thus, with only a few 
hours’ rest, Signor Lefranc repeated his arduous role the follow- 
ing day (Saturday) ata matinée, and again on Monday evening. 
The other parts, on Friday, were not brilliantly filied. Mlle. 
Lami’s periormance as Elvira was a disappointment of the hones 
encouraged by her opening aria, and Signori Reyna, Reichardt 
and Barilli were hopelessiy commonplace. On Wednesday Miss 
Kellogg repeated her very graceful personation in ‘ Linda di 
Chamounix,” and for last evening a “‘grand gala performance” 
was announced, the occasion being signalized by the first joint 
appearance of Kellogg, Lefranc, and Ronconi, in ;Verdi’s “ Rigo- 
letto.”? To-day, at one o’clock, there will be a Kellogg matinée, 
when “ Fra Diavolo”’ will be sung. 

At the French theatre ‘“ Genviéve de Brabant’’ was revived on 
Monday evening with the fullowing cast: Drogan, Mrs. Howard 
Paul; Genevieve, Guerretti; Sifroy, Girrebenk ; Golo, Moreau; 
Grabuge, Genot; Narcisse, Francis; Brigitte, Briot; Charles 
Martel, Duchesne; Bourgmestre, Rousseau; Pitou, Edgard; 
Christine, Vandamme. The scenery used was the same as that 
painted for the original production of the piece, end every effort 
was put forth on the part of the management to make the revival 
equal the first performance of the opera under the energetic 
Grau. it is no fault of the present enterprising entre 
prenneurs that this was not quite accomplished, although ao 
very effective representation was given. To speak in detail, Mrs. 
Howard Paul is not as successful in her version ot Drogan as she 
is in that of the Grande Duchesse. She falls into what we must 
consider the error of using the lower register of her remarkable 
voice (by’which she? so effectively imitates the great London 
tenor) in which to sing the music ofthe'par. The effect is unplea- 
sing throughout, and especially in the famous duet in the first 
act, which was intended to be sung by a soprano, 
(Drogan), and a contralto (Genviéve), and which was so sung by 
Mmes. Rose-Bell and Desclauzas. Under Mrs. Howard Paul’s 
manipulation, Genviéve sings soprano, while Drogan hums an 
accompaniment in tones that are half-tenor half-baritone, 
and wholly ineffective. Again, even in scenes where no such 
transposition has to be made (as in the first scene of the second 
act), Mrs. Paul’s lower notes are altogether too manly for so 
youthful a person as Drogan is represented to be, and, besides 
the unnaturalness as coming from a lady, are harsh and unmusi. 
cal. But apart from these musical defects, and in the matter of 
acting and fluent command of the words of the part, Mrs. Paul’s 
Drogan was all that could be desired even in one native to the 
language born. The Genviéve of Mme. Guerretti was a very 
meritorious performance, the lady making the best use of the 
musical talent Nature had placed at her command. The Siffroy 
of M. Girrebeuk was musically correct, but sadly deficient in 
humorous expression. The Oharles Martel of stege-manager 
Duchesne was a very vigorous personation; his opening air re-

ld crowd the auditorium with the musical amateurs of the 
metropolis. We refer to the production of Mr. Edward Mollen- 
haur’s symphonic illustration ot Collins’ ‘‘ Ode to the Passions.” 
The poem will be read by Mr. Edwin Booth, and the symphony 
interpreted by an orchestra of sixty and a chorus of two hundred. 
Having heard the work in private, we can attest its excellence as 
a musical description of the poem sought to be illustrated. Mr. 
Mollenhaur (at present leading the orchestra at Booth’s theatre) 
is well known tor his genius and his devotion to his art; we think 
his new composition will surprise even his warmest admirers by 
its breath of treatment, itssmoothly-flowing harmonies, and the 
spirit of the poem with which it has been successfully imbued. 
A second performance of the Symphony will take place to-mor- 
row (Sunday) evening, when Mrs. Mollenhauer, (formerly known 
to the stage as Miss Ada Clifton), will read the Poem.,

“ The Twelve Temptations” was finally produced at the Grand 
Opera House on Monday evening before an audience that filled 
that spacious edifice to its utmost capacity. The new spectacle 
is chiefly remarkable for its splendid scenery and ¢lever mechani- 
cal appointments. Indeed it is one lovg succession of stage 
pictures which so absorb the attention as to leave but little time 
for the contemplation of what is being said and done by the un- 
fortunate actors, who are compelled to interpret the scenery for 
four mortal hours. Nor in this omission on the part of the 
audience is there much lost. The story is the old one of frail 
humanity tempted by the Powers of Darkness, and is in no way 
striking. Mr. Bonifacein the difficult role (for mere flesh and blood) 
of a “Lost Soul,” struggles valiantly with the text; Mr Lewis 
Baker does the low comedy business as his follower; Mr.W.Davidge 
Jr., makes a malignant, yet playful, evil spirit, and Mme. Ponisi 
successfully disguises her decided dr amatic ability as the bereaved 
mother of the tempted Boniface. Upon these four artists fal} 
the heat and burden of the night, but they come successfully 
through their ‘‘ sea of troubles” at the final falling of the curtain. 
But to return to the scenery, which alone is worthy of attention. 
Among the most striking “sets” is a hall with Egyptian columns, 
curiously entitled in the bills, the “‘stutio” of Eblis. A long 
stair-way ascends between the pillars, and in the dim perspective 
is a distant view of this upper world. The painting in this ecene 
(by Mr. Dufiocg) is every way admirable. The same may be said 
of the specimens of Egyptian architecture in the last act by 
Messrs. Dayton and Marston, including the ‘‘Interior of the 
Temple of Ibis,” “ Egyptian Ruins,” “ View of the Pyramids and 
Colossal Spbinxes,” and ‘‘Illuminated Egyptian Gardens.” 
These are all exceptionally fine as massive stage pictures. 
Among the more strictly mechanical effects, may be mentioned 
the ‘* Demon’s Hunting Ground and Cataract of Terror by 8un- 


set,” with real water, and ‘“Ulric’s Sleeping Chamber.” 
In a different style is an exquisite landscape by 
Dayton, “The Port of Flanders.” Of course no one 


expects literary merit in a spectacle, and therefore its ab- 
sence from the “Twelve Temptations” will not occasion 
surprise. Still, to the artistic eye, there are more than enough 
of other attractions to atone for the deficiency, and the new 
piece will reward the patience of those who sit tothe end. The 
ballet introduced in the second and fourth acts is very credit- 
able and commendably brief. Much might still be done in the 
way of curtailing parte, as even on the third night, it played to 
witbin a few minutes of midnight. The inevitable transforma- 
tion scene, a3 transformation scenes go, is not a success, several 
handsomer ones having formed the finales of other spectacles at 
different metropolitan theatres. 

At,Niblo’s Garden Mr. Fechter may be seen for the last time 
this evening as Lagardere in the ‘“‘Duke’s Motto.” In com- 
pliance with the request of a number of prominent citizens,\he 
will, on Monday next, essay the part of ‘‘ Hamlet,” ia which ke 
will only be able to appear for six nights, as his present engage- 
ment closes a week from to-day.
